With Dave Murray unexpectedly relieved from duties at the Academy in Wash- 
ington due to private plans and with the large 4th London A.C.C. completed by 
Ron in Britain, training at the Academy of Religious Arts and Sciences, Washington, 
D.C, became the first site of the new training and processing impetus now. going 
into effect on all continents, On hand to pilot the new Washington training pro- 
gram is L. Ron Hubbard, Jr., famous to the field and to professional auditors 
everywhere as the most experienced and most completely informed instructor in 
Scientology. L.R.H., Jr., ("Nibs") has just arrived from London with a complete 
new program for the H.C.A. and H.A.A. Academy courses. His info, straight from 
Ron and the’ 4th London A.C.C., is the summation to date of How To Audit and What 
To Audit and contains the data for not only training the H.C.A. and H.A.A., but 
the best news’ for students personally thet students have ever had ~- the answers 
to getting the student into the kind of excellent shape that makes earlier comp- 
etance in processing and in human relations. 


Long considered a major problem in training has been the "case level" of 
the student. From London where the 4th A.C.C. handled its student cases with

latest processes and advances in theory. His vitality and extremely fine know- 
ledge of the whole field of Scientology from its earliest beginnings in Dianetics 
are becoming abundantly apparent to the present generation of H.C.A. students at 
the Academy. Your editor has looked in on a few of RAGE SC UBSSe? in the New 
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Training at the Academy. There is a lot of "live" performance going on there 
both in classes and in student auditing sessions. Students are finding, in the 
new codification of processes by Ron and in the new instruction by Nibs and 
Ken, a practicality and sureness of auditing.

We hope to change that soon, but Nadia won't let visas 
stand in the way of -the job she loves and is doing so wonderfully. Scientologist 
Nadia knows that the only pay is communication,but the Academy still hopes to 
be able to give her some of the particle, money, soon. 


The whole student co-auditing program has been streamlined and re-vamped 
by Nibs and Ken for the best and most thorough handling of all cases. 


One feature of this essential part of all training is the assurance that 
when a student is auditing another student he is not pulled away from the job 
he is doing until he finishes up on the process or group of processes being done. 
This gives both students as auditors and students as preclears an immediate 
experience with the closest possible thing to auditing as and by a pro.

the Elk's Club either. It's not for the general public until the general public 
gets the gradient scale of material that characterizes good dissemination of mat- 
erial and is the method used at the Academy and in any successful training. In- 
- doctrination Week is a standard operating procedure for training, and a good tip 
for groups in the field on introducing new people to Scientology. 


Bob Nichols’ group program is a place where information and tips on this 
echelon is excellently available.

They tell 
you what they are doing about it. One thing they are doing is making some people 
able. 


Dianetics: The Modern Science of Mental Health was written into a world 
where atomic fission was yet in its: early stages. Dianetics, 1955: was written in 
a world where bombs exist of such fury that a continent could be laid waste. S.L.P. 
Issue 5, now the basis of training on all continents and the Co-Auditor's Manual 
are released into a world whose "leaders" are discussing the mere final. niceties 
of where to place the bombs. That we have a job to do is not greatly in question. 
That it should be done is not questioned by us, but surprisingly is questioned by 
many in "authority". That your personal use on all Dynamics of the material now 
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present in Scientology should weigh greatly in the direction of world sanity and 
the physical security of the planet around which we live is for you to question 
or not to question as you will. But we can state with complete confidence that 
the wrong thing to do in this situation is to do nothing. Whatever opinion there 
might be now extant about the desirability of the continuance of Earth as our 
playing-field, the opinion extant among Scientologists is that it is to be contin- 
ued, and not only continued, but raised to a level of civilization which will take 
the sneer off the word culture, and a level where Man can say of his culture that 
it is real.

completion of the plans (see ABILITY Issue 15) for "Ability Clubs", which are 
strictly for the kids, and are a very, very important part of any church program, 
though not religious but rather recreational in appearance. Of course, as in 
Scientology religion is not a department. separate from but a department of, fun, 
there wouldn't be any great discrepancy there. We suggest, however, that any 
Scientology congreation make plans immediately for some sort of Christmas party for 
the kids, as have D.Scn.s, Rev. Maydole and McNown at their Church of Scientology 
in Hollywood. This will perhaps be found a good time to take a look at the sit- 
uation in your area for the forming of an sot Club. 


We don't want to give the kids something that isn't smoothly and. well or- 
ganized for them, and the Ability Club idea is being mocked up with some care, with 
assistance and ideas welcome from anyone with special interest or success in this 
field. We don't know of anyone who has had a failure with children's groups.. We 
do want the best for them, however. They are dynamic on all dynamics. The idea 
isn't particularly that all kids are clear, it's just that kids have a slighter: 
degree of general restimulation, and are very, very fast, therefore, because they 
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travel light..

AXIOM ll. THE CONSIDERATIONS RESULTING IN CONDITIONS OF EXISTENCE ARE FOUR-FOLD: 


a. AS-IS-NESS is the condition of immediate creation without 
persistence, and is the condition of existence which exists at 
the moment of creation and the moment of destruction, and is 
different from other considerations in that it does not contain 
survival. 


b. ALTER-IS-NESS is the consideration which introduces change, 
and therefore time and persistence into an AS-IS-NESS to obtain 
persistency. 


c. IS-NESS is an apparency of existence brought about by the 
continuous alteration of an AS-IS-NESS. This is called, when 
agreed upon, Reality.
